Deseronto Town Council is att- 
empting to find a solution t 


blem of dogs running ot large 
the streets. 

The matter was discussed at some 
length at the Monday night council 
meeting. Councillor Marvin Brooks 
Chairman of the Fire and Police 
Committee, reported to Council on 
the results of a preliminary study of 
animal control in some of the neigh- 
bouring municipalities. 

The Committee met with Jim Kimm 
ett, the Clerk-Treasurer of Richmond 
Township, and the Administrator of 
the Lennox-Addington Community 
Animal Shelter Committee 

Councillor Brooks said that Mr. 
Kimmett had made a very persuasive 
presentation about the operation of 
the system , which is at present used 
by five townships. 

He said that the main thrust of the 
control program was "people control, 
a stringent system of ensuring that all 

animals are tagged, including a door 
to door canvass of dog owners. 

Untagged animals are picked up 
by the Animal Control Officer and 
kept in the animal snelter in Napanee. 
This is true also of animals found run- 

ning at large. 

Councillor Brooks told council that 
should it decide to plan to join the 
scheme, the town would be asked to 
pass the same animal control by-law 
as the other five townships. “It 
is a very good by-law, they have 
really gone into this thing," he said. 
"| would be in favor of that." 

Councillor Brooks, however, ex- 
pressed some concern that an out- 


side animal control officer would 
be responsible for catching animals. 

He said that the Town Police 
Force had been picking up animals, 
and said that he felt it was possible 
for the town to consider having the 
police continue to pick up animals 
ond take them to Napanee to the 
Shelter there. 

He suggested that a cage could 
be made for the trunk of the car to 
take animals to Napanee, and keep 
them from being transported in the 
rear of the cruiser. 

Mayor Dickinson said that he was 
not convinced it was wise to include 
animal control in the responsibilities 
of the force," can't support the idea 
of diverting the attention of our Police 


Force to go to Napanee with animals," 


325 calls for police 


Carl Beattie, Chief of the Deseronto 
Police Force reported that the force 

received a total of 325 calls during 

the month of January, 26 complaints 
and 299 other calls. 

During January, he reported, 
there were six traffic accidents, four 
reportable and two non-reportable, 
and one person was injured. 

Thirty eight charges were laid by 
the three-man force last month, and 
33 tags were issued for parking viol 
ations. 

One person was arrested for 
another force, and seven summonses 
were served for other forces. 

There was one theft last month, 
an eight-track tape player was stolen.

Deseronto firm isCanada’s largest eye glass frame maker 


Canada Optical, which hos been 
established os a viable firm in Deser- 
onto since 1946, is now Canada's lor- 
gest optical frame manufacturer. 

Frames from this Deseronto plant 
ore shipped all over the world, said 
Al Fraser, the general manager. 


When the company first began man- 
ufacturing frames, there were few styles 
ond colors available. Made of a highly 
inflamable material, nitrate, the frames 
came in two colors, "demi-amber, and 
flesh." 

Mr. Fraser said thot once a style had 
been designed, the firm could manu- 
facture it for five or six years, and re 
main reasonably confident that they 
would continue to be purchased. 


"Now, we come up with five or 
six styles each year," he said. Frames 
ore now made of cellulose acetate, o 
durable material which "almost re- 
fuses to burn." It is not made in Can- 
ada, and is imported from the United 
States, France and Italy. 

"Almost everthing we use has to 
be imported from another country, " 
Mr. Fraser said, " and we purchase 
the best quality materials we can." 

The steps taken to produce a pair

of frames have not changed much 
since the plant first opened, but the 


equipment is continuously up-dated. 
Close to 30 people handle each 


pair of frames before they are compl- 
eted. At present, said Mr. Froser, 
the company is producing close to 
300,000 pairs of frames each yeor. 
Although much of the work in 
the creation of the frames involves 
individual hand operations, autom- 
mation has simplified a number of 
processes. 


There ore machines which use 
high frequency sound to heat plastic 
arms, so that metal re-inforcements 
and hinges can be injected into the 
plastic, other ultrasonic machines, 
which clean frames by agitation. 


At the same time, some processes 
have not changed at all. Once the 
frames ore cut out, the pieces ore 
rolled in wooden drums with pumice 
gravel’and wooden shoe pegs to 
smooth them down. This process 
tokes a total of 108 hours, by the time 
the frames are tumbled through pro- 
gressively gentler drums. 


The Deseronto plant does not sell 
frames on the retail market, but has 
its own outlets, and the frames can 
be purchased at any shop where 
frames are sold. 
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Hydro introduces cutbacks 


Effects of Ontario Hydro’s province 
wide austerity measures, which have 

a target of $50 million cost reduction 

in the 1976 budget, now being prepared 

will be felt in the eastern region, it 
was onnounced last week. 

GeorgeR. Currie, Hydro's General 
Manager, Regions and Marketing, told 
the select comm'ttee of the legislature 
thot the $13 million target is to be 
achieved by widespread cuts in the 
Regions and Marketing Branch. 

This will include such items as re- 
duced maintenance of the R.H. Saunders 
Generating Station grounds in Cornwall 

and suspension of public tours. 

The total cost reduction in the 
Eastern region is estimated at $3.5 
million. 

Douglas Gordon, President of 
Hydro said that the overriding ob- 
jective was to be to maintain the basic 
standard of customer service. That means 
many worthwhile and important activ- 
ities not directly associated with hydro's 
central mission of supplying electric 
power will have to be cancelled, de- 
ferred or sharply curtailed," he said. 

Among other austerity measures hydro 
has included: a reduction in the cost 
sharing sponsorship of the rural plowing 
match; cancellation of participation in

Rail ratesup 

The cost of a trip on a Canadian 
National Railway line, along the 
Toronto-Belleville-Montreal corridor 
have increased, as of Feb. 1. 

The rate increase announcement was 
part of a policy announcement made by 
Transport Minister Otto Lang late last 
week. 

Return fares on the Belleville to 
Toronto run increased $1.50 on 
Sunday. 

The policy announcement included 
a number of decisions which will affect 
service in this area and across Canada, 
CN and CP must eliminate duplication 
of service, frequency must be lessened, 
some routes are to be eliminated. 

The Belleville- Toronto-Ottowa 
route was used in 1974 by only 20,000 
travellers, an average of 27 per trip. 
The run was included in a table of 
examples of losing runs, and areas 
where losses are occurring.

According to Mr. Trafford, a 
study of the Addiction Research Foun- 


dation reported that " there are now 
7) percent of students in Grades 7,9, 
1] and 13, who consume alcohol at = 
least once a month, with about 23 
percent drinking four or more times 
per month. Much of the increase 

in the use of alcohol can be attri- 
buted to the change in 1971 of the 


legal drinking age in Ontario from 
21 to 18. 


He noted that frequent acts of 
petty theft, armed robbery, rape and 
homicide are all too common in 
communities today. "They are 
often the result of addicted or drug 
dependent persons. Grasping for 
money to support a drug habit leads 
to crime," he said. 


He listed the activities of Alcohol 
and Drug Concerns as: making rep- 
resentdfions on behalf of concerned 
citizens to legislators; requesting in 
briefs to government effect legislative 
changes; The institue on Addiction 
Studies at Mc Master University 3 
continues to train key persons in the 
helping professions and strengthen the 
resolve of community opinion leaders; 
fresh initiatives being taken with 
business managers, lobor unions and 
community groups create an awareness 
of problems facing society and assist 
them toward action steps. 


In addition, the group provides 
youth programs for junior children to 
help in the process of decision-making 
lifestyles, Toc Alpha youth conferences 
and youth leadership training pro; 
grams continue to assist young people” 
to influence their own age group 
toward positive lifestyles; lastly, 
on the spot street contact by Toc Alpha 
trailer and personal interaction in’ :

Corned Beef and Cabbage 

Cover corned beef with cold water 
in large kettle ; add 1 onion pierced, 
with 8 whole cloves, 1 bay leaf.

If scale insects are found, a dormant 
spray should be applied to control the 
infestation.

Alternatively, 50 per 
cent Malathion E.C. or 50 percent 
Sevin WP. can be applied according to 
manufacturer's directions in late May 
and June.

Stephen Lewis, the Ontario Leader 
of the New Democratic Party told 
delegates to an eastern region party 
conference that " the so calledhoney 

moon of minority government had come 
to a brief and speedy end in 1975." 
Mr. Lewis said that since then 
there had developed between the 
Conservative government and the 
NDP a "philosophical difference, so 
profound, and on so many important 
issues that the gap is unbredgeable." 

He suggested that is would not 
surprised if the party moved a stron 
amendment to the speech from the 
throne in March. "We won't force 
an election," he said, but when Mr. 
Davis feels he is ready then he will 
force the issue with us.

Recently the Hastings County 


Board of Education has received st- 
artling information from the Ministry 
of Education in Toronto. In essence, 
the news means that Hastings taxpayers 
and educators alike are going to be 
in for a rough 1976. 

Our total education budget should 
increase 13 percent. But the provin= 
cial government will only increase its 

share this year by 13 percent, os 
compared to 25 percent lost year, so 
that leaves a heavy burden to be ra- 
ised by Hastings toxpayers. 

; To raise the amount necessary for 
the 13 percent budget increase ed- 
ucational toxes will need to go up 52 
percent, on the average, across Hast- 
ings County. 52 percent: That obyi 
ously can't be allowed to hoppen. 

When I say the budget should increase 
13 percent you may assume that that 
increase would provide many new 
programs and services for the schools. 
The fact is, that a 13 percent increase 
would only maintain the programs and 
services in existence right now. 

Nothing Added. Since we can't 
allow a 52 percent average increase 
in educational taxes, our present ed- 
ucational system must be cut back. 
How much can we cut? 

If we could reduce from a 13 per- 
cent budget increase to a 5 percent 
increase, the entire saving would be 
passed to Hastings taxpayers. (To re- 
duce forther than that would cost us 
grant support money from the province) 

But that reduction of 8 percent 
means that 2} million dollars must be 
sayed-- 2} million less must be 
spent in 1976 than in 1975. 

Already a massive effort is under- 
way to determine how savings may be 
achieved. Staff positions at the Ed- 
ucation centre must be cut. (That 
will mean fewer resource people help- 
ing teachers and children this year.) 

Money for professional develop- 
ment of teachers will be practically 
eliminated. Special programs will

be curtailed. Personnel who resign 
may not be replaced. 

The lost to be hit directly will be 
the children in the classrooms . All 
efforts will be made to maintain their 
quality of education even as the quantity 
of the educational resources are cut 
back. 

The increased trustees’ remuneration 
rate has been withdrawn. That saving, 
although not great, will display that 
trustees realize that in the face of 
such cutbacks, all must suffer, but the 
children last. 5 

If the Hastings County educational 
system had been a fat one, one with a 
surplus of resources, personnel, services 
and programs, the cut back would be 
easier. But is has not been fat. 

It is not like a 300 pounder told by 
his doctor to reduce to 200. It is 
like a 175 pounder forced by circumst- 
ances to consume less and by so doing 
reduces to 140 pounds. 

Now a normal weight 175 pounder 
can still function at 140 pounds. Not 
easily, not comfortably, but he will 
not collapse from malnutrition. He will 
endure. 

That's what the Hastings County ed- 
ucational system will be like in 1976, 
especially after the summer when the 
committments made for this school year 
will not be renewed.

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Ontario farmland 
needs protection 
says MacDonald 


Donald MacDonald, former Provin- 
cial Leader of the NDP, ond now farm 
critic told delegotes to an Eastern Region 
Conference held ot Tyendinaga this 
weekend, that Ontario should establish a 
G province-wide freeze on the sale of 
agricultural land, and set up an agency 
to administer Ontario land. 


Mr. MacDonald was responding to 
the challenge of providing enough food 
to feed Ontario residents in the year 
2,009. He warned thot between 1971 
and 1976 approximately 2 million acres 
of farmland had gone out of production. 


Ontario badly needs a farm income 
stabilization program, Mr. MacDonald 
said, to curtail the feeling on the part 
of farmers that the land was a saleable 
item, and a guaranteed retirement fund. 


There were a number of suggestions 
made by delegates, to protect farmland 
from urbanization included zoning 
farmland and organizing a land-banking 
progran. 


Colleen Brown, the vice-president 
of the Ontario Federation of Agriculture 
cautioned that there was a danger in 
having urban-oriented people determin- 
ing farm policy. She said that there 
were few incentives for farmers to 
continue, and that a priority had been 
placed upon the development of rec- 
eational lnnd.

Funds available for seniors 


The federal government has introduced 
a new program which should provide a 
new outlook for retired individuals who 
would be interested in setting up a 
program in the community. 

The program is called New Horizons 
and comes under the governments de- 
partment of Health and Welfare Canada. 

New Horizons was established 
in 1972, and since then it has helped to 
finance fore than 5,100 projects across 
the country to the tune of more than 
$29 million. 

This unique program enables retired 
people to create projects of their own 
choosing. It offers grants to groups of re 
retired people who will undertake acti- 
vities for the benefit of themselves and 
others in their community. The accent 
is on local needs as seen by older 
people, and on their willingness to 
meet such needs. 

The ideas for projects originate 
from individuals or groups. If you do 


not have a group - and a group of 10 
Persons is necessary - then you'll get 
assistance in getfing one together. 
More important is the fact that New 
Horizons will provide the necessary 
funds to get the project off the ground. 
Additional assistance can be available 
if it is deemed necessary. 

Objectives of New Horizons are 
three fold: 

1. to encourage the retired to par- 
ticipate in community life; 

2. to provide an opportunity to senior 
citizens to utilize their knowledge and 
experience; 

3. encourage mutual aid among retired 
people. 

Virtually any group of retired citizens 
may be eligible for assistance providing 
that the activity usefully and creatively 
involves senior citizens, meets their 
specific needs, and benefits them and 
the community in which they live. 

To qualify, projects must be planned 
and carried out by a group of at least 
10 persons - a majority of them retired - 
who become the Directors of the project 
and take responsibility for its implemen- 
tation and administration. 

Funds granted under the program may 
be used to meet the cost of planning, 
organizing, and carrying out projects.

in Sudbury, Timmins, Orillia and 
Toronto and that in addition to preserve 
the specimens, special temperature 
controlled vans were being purchased. 

A kidney screening program would 
be carried out in the community by a 
mobile health unit. "The cost of 
running the lab will seem a trifle 
in comparison to operating the new 
arrangement," Mr. Lewis suggested. 

He was particularly critical of the 
5.5percent limit imposed on budgetary 
increases in the Ministry of Community 
and Social Services. "The figure for 
fiscal revenue increases is 15.5 percent, 
the limit for municipalities is 8 percent 
but the limit for direct services to 
people, is 5.5percent. 

"At no time has there been any jus- 
tification for that figure," said Mr. Lewis, 
noting that the limit was being im-p 
posed in areas where the agencies are 
required by law to perform certain 
functions under the ChiJd Welfare 
Act." 

He recalled that when Section 8 
of the training school act was repealled, 
the plan had been to place such diff- 
icult children in the care of the CAS, 
thus increasing the work load of the 
agency, while now the funds are being 
reduced. 

The meeting, was held over two 
days at the Tyendinaga Mohawk Band 
Community Centre, and was attended 
by over 130 delegates. 


Moffat urges 
development policy 


The Ontario government has been 
pursuing a deliberate policy of encour 
aging development in and around Toronto 
at the expense of the rest of the province. 
said Doug Moffat, MPP for Durham East. 

Mr. Moffat was speaking as part of 
a panel to discuss regional development 
policies, during a weekend conference 
at Tyendinaga held by the NDP. 

Mr..Moffat said that if a government 
were to prohibit the export of raw mat- 
erials in certain designated industries, 
and insist that the sane industries set up 
secondary industries to use the materials. 

As well, Mr. Moffatt suggested that 

some urbanization could be controlled 
by limiting the expanding sources of 
power to the Toronto centred region. 
"IF you provide energy elsewhere, 
where you want to encourage industry, 
that is where it will be inclined to move, " 
he said .

4B’s expansion being planned 


Planning has begun for the ex- 
pansion of Four B Manufacturing 
Limited, the company which opened 
for production in September 1974, amid 
a furor which drew provincial attention 
to the Tyendinaga Reserve. 

The company, which is owned and 
operated by four Indian people started 
with approximately 20 employees, and 
since then has increased its staff size 
to 41, and has proven itself as a viable 
reserve industry. 

Carl D. Brant, the President and 
General Manager of the company said 
that the idea of opening the factory on 
the reserve came from the Department 
of Indian Affairs, after the Bata Shoe 
Company asked the Department for 
assistance in finding a suitable location 
for the proposed company, in 1973. 

At that time, the Economic Develop 
ment branch of the Department met 
with the Band Council to determine 
Bond interest in ownership and operation 
of a plant which would hold a contract 
with the Bata Shoe Company. 

"Because of the obvious employ- 
ment opportunities such a plant would 
provide," said Mr. Brant," the Band 
Council received the idea enthusias- 
tically." 

While the Band Council was en- 
thusiastic about the proposal, there was 
opposition and skepticism amongst Band 
members, who feared that allowing 
"the band to own a company on the 
reserve, their lands would become tax- 
able," Mr. Brant said. 

Chief William Bront held a referen- 
dum in 1974 and the idea was then 
rejected by the voters. 

Carld Brant, who had worked with 
the Band Council and the Department 
of Indian Affairs from the beginning 
of the negotiations then decided that 
he himself would operate the plant

privately, " in this way, 'he said | 

" the people would have no fear of 

toxation and the employment oppor- 

tunities would still exist on the reserve." 
Thus, in July 1974, he rented 

a vacant aircraft hangar from the Band 

Council, and he and his brothers, 

Arnold, Willard and Daniel formed 

themselves into the Board of Directors. 
Aided by financial assistance in 


various forms from the Economic Dev 
elopment Loan Fund, the Department 
of Manpower and Immigration and 

a Bank Loan, the factory was equip- 
ed and a contract for five years with 
Bata Shoe Company was signed. 

"We want to provide a daily 
challenge for each employee," said 
Mr. Brant, commenting on the first 
yeor and a half of operations. "We 
want each individual to gain personal 
satisfaction and pride in the work done." 

He said that he believed the att- 
itude could be felt throughout the 
plant, and that those objectives had 
been attained. This is partly due 
to the fact that Mr. Brant schedules 
a meeting each month, at which time 
any complanints and suggestions are 
aired 

"There are no short-cuts for 
Indian people to take when it comes 

to the business world, " Mr. Brant 
said. 


Council hiring new town dog catcher 


A pointed letter to the Town 
Council ( see letters to the editor) 
bruised the feelings of a number of 
members of the Deseronto Town Council, 
but steps are now being taken to deal 
with the increasing annoyance of dogs 
which are being allowed to run free 
by their owners through the town. 

Del Wannamaker, a former 
councillor complained bitterly to the 
Council about the damage caused to 
his property by dogs. 

Not only have dogs recently 
caused donsiderable trouble by tearing 
open garbage bags, and according to 
Mr. Wannamaker, by damaging his 
hedge, Police Chief Carl Beattie re- 
ported last week that he had received 
three complaints of dogs tearing 
laundry from clotheslines. 

Finally, he had received an alarm- 
ing report from the administration at 
the Deseronto Public School that on 
Friday a pack of about 15 dogs roamed 
through the school yard following the 
lunch hour. 

Mr. Murphy, Vice-Principal said 
that he had been particularly alarmed 
in view of the unpredictable behaviour 


of household pets once they join a 
large group of roaming animals. 

Town Council agreed on Monday 
night at the regular Council meeting 
that a Temporary Dog Catcher should 
be hired immediately, until a perm- 
anent dog catcher could be found, to 
rid the streets of the dogs, which 
homeowners have clearly shown they 
will not take the responsibility for. 

Meetings with the Lennox and Add- 
ington Community Animal Control Centre 


Committee, have revealed that the 
organization is not in any position to 
provide an animal control officer to 
the Town, but is willing to assist the 
Town in any way to overcome the 
immediate problem. 

This includes making the animal 


shelter available for use by Deseronto. 
In addition, the committee from Lennox 
and Addington has volunteered to help 
train an animal control officer from Des- 
eronto when such a person is found. 

Council decided that the tempor- 
ary Dog Catcher is to be paid $5 per 
dog delivered to the Napanee animal 
shelter, until o permanent officer is 
found and an agreement is drawn up. 

The suggestion made at the last 
Council meeting, that the Deseronto 
Police Force be in charge of animal 
control, was, Mayor Peter Dickinson 
told the Council, not well received by 
members of the force. 

In an interview last week, Chief 
Carl Beattie expressed fears that it

The alarm of the administration at 
the Deseronto Public School upon dis- 
covering that there were 15 dogs togeth- 
er in the School yard last week is well 
founded. 

Yet no matter what the council de- 
cides to do, the ultimate responsibility 
for the safety of our children, and the 
rights of all residents who wish to hang 
their laundry to dry outside, to walk 
along the sidewalks without watching 
every step lies with the dog owner who 
must act with consideration of the 
balance of the community once they 


decide to own a dog.

would take officers away from other 
duties, and create problems in keeping 
the police car clean, in particular 
with spring mud on the roads.

Chief Beattie has informed his men 
that "the owner of a dog found running 
at large, shall be guilty of an offence, 
and on summary conviction shall be 
liable to a penalty." 

The Chief said thot he was very 
concerned about the problem, "I 
would venture to say that we had an 
epidemic on our hands," he said, add- 
ing that he had never seen so many dogs 
in the entire time he had been on the 
Police Force here. 

Tom Maracle, the most recent dog 


catcher, said on Friday that he had 
felt obliged to resign from the job be- 
couse he was unable to spend what he 
considered was enough time carrying 
out his duties. He estimated that it 
was necessary fo spend at least an hour 
each day rounding up animals. 


Hans Von Rosen, the Napanee 
Officer of the Ministry of Natural 


Resources has launched an oppeal to 
dog owners to keep their pets tied 
up. 

He said last week that at least 
20 deer have been killed by dogs this 


year. 
He cautioned dog owners that the 

problem had become worse recently, and 

that a dog caught in the act of killing 

or injuring a deer could be shot on sight. 


Frozen drains cause flooding

FEBRUARY 29th DEADLINE 


February 29th is the deadline for many important pro- 

cedures under the Rent Review Act. 

e For tenancy agreements taking effect on or after July 
30, 1975 and up to and including December 31, 1975, 
TENANTS wishing to dispute increases up to eight per 
cent for that period must make application on the 
appropriate form by February 29, 1976. 

e For tenancy agreements taking effect on or after July 
30, 1975 and up to and including December 31, 1975, 
LANDLORDS wishing to charge more than eight per 
cent over the rent charged during the last full month 
prior to August 1, 1975, for the above period, must make 
application on the appropriate form by February 29, 1976. 

e lf the LANDLORD and TENANT have not agreed by 
January 17, 1976 on the prescribed form for a rent 
increase above the eight per cent guideline, and do not 
apply to have the rent for that period reviewed, the 
TENANT is entitled to a rebate of any rent paid in excess 
of eight per cent by February 29, 1976. 

e If the LANDLORD fails to refund excess rent by Febru- 
ary 29, the TENANT is entitled to apply to the Rent 
Review Office for a payment order. If the LANDLORD 
still does not comply, the TENANT may deduct the 


agreed sum from future rental payments. 

@ The maximum rent LANDLORDS may charge tenants 
after January 1, 1976 for all tenancy agreements which 
became effective on or after July 30, 1975 is eight per 
cent more than the rent charged during the last full 
month prior to August 1, 1975. Unless the landlord has 
obtained the approval of a rent review officer, a landlord 
collecting more than this contravenes the rent review 
legislation and may, on summary conviction, be fined up 
to $2,000. 

e In respect to tenancy agreements taking effect on or 
after July 30, 1975 and up to and including April 30, 
1976, LANDLORDS wishing to charge more than eight 
per cent for any period after January 1, 1976 must make 
application on the appropriate form by February 29, 1976. 

e For tenancy agreements taking effect on or after Jan- 
uary 1, 1976, TENANTS wishing to dispute any increase 
must make application on the appropriate form by 
February 29, 1976, or 60 days after receiving a notice of 
increase, whichever comes last. 

e LANDLORDS and TENANTS are reminded that appli- 
cations for rent review must be made to the Rent Review 
Office for the region in which the premises are located. 


For major landlords, the provisional landlord's guide to 
the preparation of cost revenue statements in support 
of rent review applications now is available from the 
Rent Review Offices listed below. =

Increased protection in the market 
place for Ontario residents will result 
from a new computer system starting 
Aprill, that details the financial history 
of personal property, such as cars. 

Sidney Hondleman, Minister of Con- 
sumer and Commercial Relations, said 
the new system will start operating the 
same time the new Personal Property 
Security Act comes into force. 

"It will mean a person intending 
to purchase personal property or 
intending to lend money on the 
security of personal property can deter 
mine if the owner has previously 
pledged that property as security for a 
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debt," said Mr. Handleman. 

Called the Personal Property Sec- 
urity Registration System, it will permit 
Ontario residents to obtain the needed 
financial information by mail or 
through 48 branch offices across the 
province. 

A person simply pays a $2 fee at 
the branch office and states the inform- 
The branch telephones 
the central Toronto office where the 
computer supplies the data within min- 
The $2 fee also applies to mailed

Mr. Handleman said regular users 
of the system will be able to open de- 
posit accounts with the central office 
that will permit them to make inquiries 
from any telephone in the province. 

"A person buying a car, for example 
will be able to determine if the person 
selling the car really owns it, or is still 


paying for the car," said Mr. Handleman. 


He said the original seller will 
be able to register a lien against the 
car, so that any other buyers or lenders 
can find out about the lien through 
PPSR. 

"To make sure you don't get stuck 
with someone else's lien when you are 
buying an item privately your best pro- 
duction is to first check in the PPSR 
system, ' he said. 

The new system replaces a system of

Principal Howard Alton said that 


over the years pupils have gone on 
field trips to Expo, Christian Island 
on Georgian Bay, to Toronto to see 
the Ice Capades, and on a smaller 
scale particinate in swimming and 


skating programs outside the school, 
during school hours.

Here in Ontario, we have a law called 
“The Compensation for Victims of Crime Act.” 
It is administered by the Criminal Injuries 
Compensation Board. Happily, not too 
many people need to use it. é 

But when someone is injured or killed by 
a crime of violence which is an offence 
against the Criminal Code of Canada, your 
Ontario Government may award compen- 
sation to the victim, a person responsible 
for supporting the victim, or the depen- 
dants of the victim. 


compensation. 


Compensation may be awarded for: 

@ expenses incurred as a result of death or 
injury, 

@ monetary loss incurred because of the 
victim's inability to work, 

@ monetary loss incurred by dependants as 
a result of the victim's death. 


Compensation may also be awarded for 
other results of violent crime. 

Applications for compensation must be 
made within one year of the injury or death, 
but the applicant should apply as soon as 
possible—not wait for a court to convict the 
alleged criminal.

regularly taught him. 

The Band Council took up his offer 
and provided funds to the school to 
hire the new teacher. 


Mr. Maracle said that few stud- 
ents speak the language, the result 
of an active campaign which has now 
died out, to discourage the speaking 
of the language. “I think that if I 
had been a parent during those years 
I too would have stopped my child- 
ren from speaking the language 
there was a lot of pressure on Indian 
people," he said. 


However, such pressures do not 
exist anymore. While few speak 
the language, many children are 
familiar with Mohawk, having heard 
it spoken possibly by grandparents, 
and do understand what is being 
said to them.

Mohawk is a complex language; 
there are five dialects, and it is 
primarily “a language of verbs." 

Mr. Maracle explained that there 
were only about 300 Mohawk nouns, 
that rather, the language composed 
verb-phrases to describe objects, rather 
than tie them down to a specific noun. 

Thus, it is a flexible, fluid language 
capable of many variations. 

"It is supposed to be the original 
Indian language," Mr. Maracle said, 
adding that it has had a written form 
for many years, and was the first 
written language into which the King 
James version of the Bible was trans- 
lated. 

Mr. Maracle described himself as 
a conservative. He is concerned that 
the Mohawk identity be preserved on 
the Tyendinaga reserve, and that 
people find it hard to take the time 
to learn the history of the area. 

"There was a time when the mer- 
chants in Deseronto spoke Mohawk to 
their Indian customers, and the farmers 
who owned land bordering on the reser- 
ve spoke Mohawk in their dealings 
with us," Mr. Maracle said.
